N order to understand how to treat

; diseases). Overeating or incorrect eat- 


ing, therefore, is the most common 
cause of all of these disorders. 

The following example is sufficient 
to show some of the evils that may 
come from wrong eating: 

The human body needs under ordi- 
nary labor only about one ounce of 
starch per day, while it is nothing un- 
common for the average person to eat 
from twelve to sixteen ounces. If 
one is swinging a sledgehammer or 
working in a harvest field he may 
be able to carry this amount of starch 
through various processes of meta- 
bolism (change) and store up the un- 
used part in the form of food or 
‘energy, but the average person, even 
working on the farm, cannot do this: 
therefore the excess of starch, espe- 
cially cereal starch, which is the most 
difficult of all starch foods to digest, 
causes stomach fermentation, from 
which come intestinal gases. The 
acid crystallizes the. excess starch 
atoms, and they form the blood crys- 
tals, on which the famous Dr. Sals- 
berry founded his all Meat diet. The 
doctor knew that starch atoms made 


the blood crystal, and in forbidding | 


starch (bread, potatoes, etc.) he natu- | 
rally turned to meat because he was 
not.a food scientist. : 

If digestion and assimilation are good , 
the excess of. starch is carried into the 
circulation and becomes the most pro- 
lific cause of so called colds, as well 
also as rheumatism, gout, lumbago.

The excess of starch, above referred | 
to, that is not passed into the circula- | 
tion causes equally as much disturb- 
ance throughout the body as tbat 
which is.crystallized and digested. For | 
example, too much starch, especially | 
white flour products. oatmeal. éete.. | 
causes fermentation or superacidity in { 
the stomach, which causes digestion | 
from the stomach to take place too 
rapidly.

Wheat bran contains valuable min- 
eral salts, phosphates and Pproteids. It 
is nature's intestinal broom. It stimu- 
lates peristaltic action of both the 
stomach and intestines. The liberal 
use of this common but cheap com- 
modity not only relieves but removes 
the causes of constipation, that disor- 
der from which so many ills originate 
and which is so common among the 
American people that it has been ap- 
propriately named “americanitis.” 

The first and most necessary thing 
in treating a cold is to relieve intes- 
tinal congestion (constipation). This 
opens up the main channel of elimina- 
tion and stops further congestion 
throughout the capillary vessels (fleshy 
part of the body)...

can be burned, and congestion, irrita- 
tion and final suppuration take place. 
This is what is termed a cold. 

The writer has.not had a cold for 
fifteen years, the’reason being that 
from long training in the science of 
selecting and combining food he is 
able to select only that which the 
body needs and can use. 

The medical world has vainly -strug- 
gled with tuberculosis for a thousand 
years, attempting to find a remedy in 
dyngs, and has.pretty generally agre 
that the only remedy is oxygen— 
that is. breathing an abundance of 
fresh air. The latest and only success- 
ful remedy, therefore, for tubercu- 
losis is out gof doors. Patients are 
sent to the mountains and made to 
live in tents. winter and summer. The 
tubercular patient should be. fed .so 
that there would be no excess of 
poisons thrown upon the lungs. The 
lungs, being thus freed, would more 
rapidly eliminate the bacillus tubereu- 
losis. « 

Every article of food has a definite 
or dominating chemistry, and if a 
meal is composed of a few things that 
are in chemical harmony one is not! 
apt to overeat, but when the hunger 
is satisfied with a few substantial § 
foods, then the third, fourth or fifth 
is introduced, each one appeals to a 
different set of taste buds, and one eats 
until these fre satisfied, with the re- 
sult that he has not only overeaten, but 
has mixed things of the same meal 
that are chemically inharmonious, and 
nature has no way of disposing of this | 
excess except to. decompose it, which 
is done by the process of fermenta- 
tion. 

It is the duty of every housewife 
and mother to learn the science of 
feeding the family. This is not a| 
dificult problem; but, being ‘fn har- | 
mony with nature, these truths are: 
revealed almost by instinct. It is
